less at one time than One Pint, and to be consumed elsewhere 
than in the house or on the premises of such Retailer; and any 
License to retail Spirits in any other manner granted after the passing 
of this Act to any such Grocer, or person so licensed as aforesaid, 
20 shall be wholly null and void to all intents and purposes whatsoever : 

And whereas by an Act passed in the said sixth and seventh years 
of the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, it was

declared expedient to suspend tile operation of the aforesaid enactment
